Hungary 
to Check the C z a r’s Advance. 


London, April 5.—Russian 
troops 
ure now overrunning tile valley of the 
J.aboroza river, in Hungary, having in­ 
flicted a complete defeat on the Aus­ 
trians who defended the crest of the 
Beskid ridge of the Carpathians. 
This fact was admitted by the Aus­ 
trian war office, which issued a state­ 
ment setting forth that Emperor Fran­ 
cis Joseph’s soldiers were now in re­ 
treat from the entire Beskid district. 
This highly important development 
of the campaign id a direct result of 
the fall of Przein.vsl and the conse­ 
quent release of a great body of tile 
Russian troops which is now on the 
firing line in the Carpathians. 
The retreat of tile Austrians from 
the Beskid heights and tile abandon­ 
ment thereby of a large section of 
Hungary to the Russians threatens to 
»cm pel a withdrawal of the Austrian 
forces now in battle with tile czar's 
forces for the possession of the Uzsok 
pass and the entire collapse of all of 
Emperor Francis Joseph’s campaign 
for the dei en se of Hungarian terri­ 
tory. 
A correspondent of tile Neue Crete 
i Pre she, of Vienna, who is at the front 
in the Carpathians, telegraphs that the 
Russians, constantly increasing their 
forces there, are making almost su­ 
perhuman efforts against the Austrian 
front. 
"A violent combat has now been 
raging for several days, without pro­ 
ducing 
any change In the general 
Lunation," lie writ***. "The heights on 
fpe northern declivities of the Car­ 
pathians now constitute the chief ob­ 
ject of the Russian attack, as they 
open a path to the 
highest 
ridges 
< ominaiidiug the mountain wall. 
"The Russian forces show no signs 
of diminution iii this constantly alter­ 
nating light. 
They seem to possess 
endless reserve*.” 
Dispatches to other Vienna news­ 
paper*, 
although 
carefully worded 
aud strictly censored, convey the im­ 
pression that the situation in the Car­ 
pathians is a desperate one. They all 
dwell on the enoroiuu* reserves and 
strength of the Russians. 
The Germans now are sending great 
numbers of reserve* to Hungary. Or­ 
dinary train service on the main lines 
has been suspended for the last three 
days on their account.

AUSTRIAN SHIP SUNK 


Vessel W hich H it Mine In Danube Be­ 
lieved to Have Carried Munition*. 
Purls, April 5.—Thirty-five members 
of the crew were drowned by the de­ 
struction of the unidentified Austrian 
steamship which blew up in tile lieu 
ube on the night of March 30 after 
striking a mine near Kitopek, accord­ 
ing to a dispatch from Nish to the 
Havas agency. 
The character of the wreckage has 
given rise to the belief that tile steam ­ 
ship wus especially armor plated and 
loaded with a large quantity of muni­ 
tions and artillery supplies destined 
for Turkey. 
The wreck of the steamship was 
carried by the current within range 
of Servian artillery at Ritopek. An­ 
other explosion followed the bombard- 
meUi of the hulk. which then sank.

Strange Courtship of a Would 
Be Athlete. 


Entrance of Bulgars Into War on Side 


of Germany Will Inevitably Bring 


Greece and Rumania Into Conflict. 


London, April 5.—Bulgarian irregu­ 
lars, led by Bulgarian officers, have 
<Tossed the Serbian frontier in an al 
tempt to destroy the railroad (rom 
linkup to Balonea. 
The Bulgarians, after inflicting se­ 
vere losses on the Serbian frontier 
guards, were forced to fall hack when 
Serbian reinforcements arrived. How 
many men were engaged in this raid 
I* variously stated, but there would 
appear to have been close to 3000 
men in ac tion. 
Considerable anxiety is felt iti lam 
don over the situation, pending deb 
bite knowledge whether this was one 
of the not un<oroiuon frontier raids, 
but made in greater foree than usual. 
or the beginning of hostilities by Bul 
(aria against Serbia, the former, of 
fourse, definitely putting her in arm* 
with Germany. The entrance of Bul 
(aria into the war would almost in 
tvltably bring into the conflict Greece 
and Rumania. 
About three weeks ago a Bulgarian 
laid was made Into Serbia. The in­ 
vaders aer** driven Iou k by Serbian 
troops, but as the invaders w*-re no 
more than bandits no serious compt! 
cation* followed. 
A later dispatch from 
Nish say* 
that there were adv erat thousand Bul 
(arian irregulars in the Invading force 
and that they attacked the Serbian 
guard* near Yallandovo, tai log them 
by *urpri*e arid slaying them.
